Nature has fur- 
niſh'd us with a bountiful Variety of Phy- 
ſick as well as Food, we have ſeveral Medi- 
cines that produce much the ſame Effect, and 
differ no more in altering or evacuating, than 
Beef and Mutton do in ſupplying the diffe- 
rent Humours of our Bodies, ſo that we do 
not want Choice, ſo much as Judgment to 
chuſe: Hence Medicine from its firſt Simpli- 4 
city, like Cookery, began to be made too ar-" | 
tifcial, and if three or four Things were 
good by themſelves , they thought to add to 
their Vertue, by uniting their Force, and ſo 
the numerous Compoſitions firſt began, and 
thoſe who could make any Addition to the 
common Stock, increaſe the Maſs of Medi- 
cine, and by their laſt Will and Teſtament 
bequeath a Noſtrum to the Diſpenſatory, were 
canoniz'd for Saints, and had their Altars 
erected in Æſculapiuss Temple, which has 
encourag d ſuch a voluminous Exuberancy, 
that an Index Expurgatory would be of 
more Uſe to Phyſicians , than it as to any 
Sort of Eccleſiaſticks. Nor is this ſo ſevere 
a Reflection upon our Profeſſion (which was 
one of your Objections) as ſome would make 
it, by that proverbial Ridicule of Doctors dif- 
N fer; for ſince the Riſe and Growth of Phy- 
F ack is of ſome hundred Years antecedent to 
a that 
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that 'of our Religion, why ſhould it be

Now he that knows theſe Things fo well as 
you do, and ſuffers the World to run on with- 
out Reſtraint, cannot be altogether excuſa- 
ble, Tis a Principle you have ſometimes 
urg'd to me, that he that does not all the 
Good he can, is equally Guilty with him that 
does Miſchief, I ſhall leave the Application 
to your ſelf If the World does not make ſo 


ood Uſe of it, as you may reaſonably expect, 


et the Fault be charg'd where it is due. But

Senſes, may in Exceſs ſometimes have done * 
harm, yet that Scandal of a latent Acid, 
which {ome of the Learned have diſcovered, 
and may by the ſame Method be extorted from 
that Staff of Life our daily Bread, ought to 
be wiped off. Flattery and Scandal, you ſee, 
reach farther than toStateſmen and Courtiers, 
and are as fatal whereever they gain Credit.

It is an impartial Trial 
and Condemnation of Bezoar, by the Laws 
of Chymiſtry, Reaſon, and Experience, Oh, 
how uſeful might our Profeſſion be render'd

All the 
precious Gems ſhould be ſent back to the Jew- 
ellers, Leaf-Gold to the Gilders : Nay, I 
could for my Part alſo return the Musk and 
Amber-Greeze to the Perfumers. The All- 


wiſe and Merciful Creator and Preſerver of 


the Univerſe, has ſupplied poor unworthy 
Mortals with the moſt efficacious Medicines 
to be had in myſt Countries upon eaſy Terms. 
Nay, moſt endemic Diſtempers have very pro- 
per Remedies to be gotten cheap in the ſame 
Region.

bly chear, and refreſn, and ſtrengthen a thir- 
ſty or faint Perſon.

IN Order to the bringing this Bezoar to 
another Sort of an Examen, I propoſe to give 
an Account what Effect this Medicine has 
had upon ſeveral Patients, | 

DocToR Stokebam , a very Ingenious 
Phyſician , and a mighty Aſſertor of the ſu- 
perexcellent Vertue of this celebrated Stone, 
importun'd the giving half a Dram for a Doſe 
in theCaſe of our moſt Excellent Queen Mary, 
but no body allow'd that it afforded any ap- 

rent Relief. Not many Days after the 

eath of this Incomparable Lady ( whoſe 
pious Memory will ever be grateful to. all 


good Chriſtians) the ſame Phyſician was 


brought to conſult with me, and one more, 
in Mr. Sguib's Cafe, a Linnen Draper in Co- 
vent-Garden, who lay ill of a bad Fever: 
Other Medicines were laid afide, ( for I was 
over-ruPd by the other Two) and they whol- 
ly depended on the Ule of this Powder, and 
gave half a Dram for a Doſe, often repeated; 
but I could not obſerve any Symptom it re- 
liev'd ; the Patient died with a Quantity of 
Bezoar in his Stomach , for it could go ng 
farther, | 


Doc: 
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Doc roR Brooks, an Eminent Practitio- 
ner of the City of London, was call'd to 
ſome Children, of one Mr. Roſe, a very rich 
Merchant in Jamaica, who ſent them to 
England for their Education; when I was 
call to conſult with him, I found the ſor- 
rowful Mother mourning over Two of the 
Children dead upon the Table, of a malig- 
lant Fever; he made Uſe of the Kezoar in a 
ſmall Proportion, not exceeding five Grains; 
he was much afraid of hot Medicines, or in- 
creaſing the Doſe of Bezoar, or going beyond 
Gaſcoin Powder: But the two other Chil- 
dren getting no Ground in this Method, were 
committed to my Care alone, and my Regi- 
men; in which they both recover'd, having 
been treated by the higheſt Alexipharmak, or 
Cordial Medicines, ſuch as Radix Serpenta- 
riæ Virginiane , Theriac Andromachi , and 
Volatile Salts. * „ 

HAD I not made a great many Experi- 
ments and Obſervations as to the Inſufficiency 
of this Drug to do any good, or anſwer any 
End of a Medicine, it would not ſo well 
juſtify my Arraignment. I durſt not of late 
Years employ it in any dangerous or difficult 
Caſe, by Reaſon of my too well grounded 
Fear of trifling with the Patient. I only 
try'd it in ſuch henign Caſes, where there

But ſhe told me it gave her no Spirits, 
did not eaſe any Symptom, or promote any 
dweat. I then gave her a Medicine which — 
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often reliev'd her before; being 20 Grains of. Rt 1 


a Sort of Gaſcoin Powder, with a Grain of 
Musk and of Ambergreeſe in it: This brought 
her into Sweats, refreſh'd her Spirits, and the * 
ſame Day took off all Symptoms. I made 
bold with this Friend to give her the Bezoar 4 
ſeveral times, to experiment what cardiac 
Virtue it had, when ſhe was faint; which 
ſhe took with great Expectation, but never 
obtained any Succeſs ; when a little Venice 
Treacle, a Glaſs of Canary, of Drops of 
Spirit of Hartſhorn', ſeldom failed to re- 
lieve Her. | W 

Mr. Needbam, an Apothecary in Beauford- 
Buildings in the Strand, a .Man of good E- 


ſteem, and a very ingenious Perſon, a Vale- 


tudinarian of many Years, who has been ob- 
ſerved, and treated by my ſelf, in many Ill 
neſſes. His Spirits were often very languid, 
eſpecially in the Morning before he had had a 
Supply of Food, or a Glaſs of Wine, or ſome 
Cordial. No Man ever ſtood more in need of 
Cordials, or received more ſenſible Benefit by 
them. He much feared the ill Effect of hot 
Medicines, which gave me an Opportunity to 
recommend to him the Oriental Bezoar ; for 
I promis'd him it ſhould do him no harm, fo 
as to heat or inflame his Blood.

"I HAVE often made a deep red Tincture 
of Gold in the ſpace of 2 Aan without 
Heat, with an innocent and barely Acid but 
Clear Menſtruum. Wherf we d and 
Weigh'd the Gold we found a very little di- 


minution of the firſt Weight upon a tender 


Balance, but we plainly obſerved the Gold 
was grown paler. Moreover, I think no Bo- 
dy will expect to find fo high a Ferment or 
Spirit in any Human Stomach as Spirit of 
Wine, or of Sal Armoniac ; and if either of 
theſe be weakened by Water they will not 
take a Tincture from Amber at all. 


Of HARTSHORN. 


Tur Third Ingredient is Hartſborn brought 
to a fine Powder. This Subſtance is fo com- 
mon, that I ſhall only fay that it is not eafily 
diſſolv'd by ſharp Solvents, and by the 
mild not at all, This indeed 1s famous for 
making Jellies, thro* long Decoction in Wa- 
ter, which Jelly is but a poor Nutritive, and 
a very infipid Thing, before it be Dulcify'd 
and Meliorated by Sugar, and the Juice of 
Oranges. Of this it is common to take Half 
a Pint for a Doſe. Certainly very little Vir- 
tue can be extracted out of Two Grains and 
a Half, which 1s the (Quantity contain'd 1 
e 
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Doſe of this decompound Powder. It is alfo 
much to be queſtion'd whether the Stomach 


can diſſolve any Part of this horny Subſtance, 
tho' it may be done by a long and ſtrong Boil- 
ing in Water; which if it ſhould be able to 


do, it would ſcarce amount to a Grain of poor 


Jelly. 


I CANNOT expect to meet with any one 
ſo little a Chymiſt, as to think that the mild 


Heat of the Stomach can produce Volatile 


Salts, or Spirit of Harts-horn, or Oyl of Am- 
ber from the precedent Ingredient of this 
Powder, which are not to be obtain'd but by 
the violentTorrifying and ſtrong Heat of actu- 
al Fire. 

FROM whence J do infer, That theſe 
three Ingredients we have conſider'd, do pro- 
miſe us bat little Medical Vertue, and are 


more likely to clog the reſt, than ſupply any 


cordial Power. 

Or the Four remaining Parts, the firſt we 
will examine ſhall be Pearl, which is thought 
to be ſuperior in Vertue, as well as in Price, 
to the other Three; namely, the Crab's Eyes, 


Crab's Claws, and Coral; out of each of theſe 
ſome Vertue may be extracted; but whether 


fo much as is promiſed, let us conſider. 


To begin with Pearl.

I TOOK three Grains of fine Pearl in Pow 
der, and put to it half a Dram of ſtrong 
Whitewine Vinegar ; the Fermentation wi 
not ſo great as I expected to find it, it being 
but juſt perceivable as to any Operation 
made with it: For after ſix Hours the Vin 
gar had not loſt the Smell and Taſte ; but 
24 Hours the Taſte was gone, the Vinegax 
{mell ſtill remaining. There was at the Bot 
tom of the Glaſs much Powder undiſſoly 
which made me abate one half of the Pear 
and that I found too much for the following 
Acids to conquer or diſſolve.

I PUT, to a Grain and half of Pearl in Pow 
der, half a Dram of the Juice of Lemans

I sHoULD now give an Actount of the 
particular Experiments I made with the other 
hree Ingredients, namely, the Crabs-Claws, 
rabs-Eyes, and Coral; but the Difference be- 
wixt theſe and the former, viz.

I MADE ſeveral Experiments with mine- 
ral acid Spirits, but will only mention Spirit 
of Nitre, the moſt potent of all Acids. I 
put Five Grains of Pulvis Gaſconij to half a 
Dram of Spirit of Nitre, but to my Sur- 
prize it did not diſſolve all the Powder, nor 
was the ſharp Spirit much correted, 

Mr chief Intention was to make an En- 


quiry into the Nature or Properties of Be- 


Soar; but this famous Compoſition, celebra- 
ted for its eminent Virtues, ſo much depended 
upon for its ſovereign Power, to cure almoſt all 
Diſeaſes, has Oriental Bezoar in it. Upon 
which Account this high-priz'd Medicine is 


ſo much valued ; for if the Colour of it be 


not of a Bezoardic Green, the Medicine is 


the lefs eſteem'd, or look'd upon as falfifyed, 


and by the Cenſors of the College in their 
Viſits to the Apothecaries Shops, has been 
order'd to be deftroy'd. And for my Part I 
think it is more thati probable, by what I have 
ſhewn above, that this admired Drug has the 
leaſt Title to any Manner of Vertue-or Uſe 
in Medicine: And as to the other fix Parts of 
this Compound, I ſee not how any one 'of 
them conſider'd a- part can pretend to ſuch 
great Characters. I have ſhewn good Reaſon 
to ſuſpect Three of me Seven, as an Impedi- 

| 2 ment 
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ment to the reſt, and theſe Four either a- 
or in Conjun&ion (to one that weighs t. 
in the Balance of Reaſon and Experience) 
have nothing extraordinary beyond other Te- 
ſtaceous Powders. I have been at a loſs to 
find out where this Excellency might lie; 
and therefore have defir'd ſome Phyſicians, 
and thoſe for whom I have a great Deference, 
to let me into the Secret, to acquaint me up- 
on what Grounds they do ſo conſtantly pre- 
ſcribe, and ſo much confide in the Uſe of this 
To which I have been an- 
ſwer' d, That it was one of the beſt Powders 
we had, and that it did abſorb Acidities, and 
was a gentle Diaphoretic. If it be for the 
Credit of the Phyſician, and the Good of the 
Patient, that he ſhould give ſomething inno- 
cent, to do little or no harm, let him give 
three or four Grains of Bezoar, or a Scruple 
of the Gaſcoin Powder ; but he that Will 
truſt to either of them in great Diſeaſes, 
where Nature is oppreſs'd, or requires noble

I MusT confeſs, that I may perh 
looked upon as ſomewhat audacious 
ſtion the Excellency of ſo celebrated 
cine, ſupported by common Fame, and the 
ſeveral Practitioners of London, Eminent 
Men, that have long ago given it a grea

T HE Bezoar-Stone is ſaid to be always 

found in the Stomach ; and do's conſiſt

ing them, I am apt to think that theſe Indi- 
an Travellers and Natives do laugh at our 
European Credulity, to ſee us ſo eaſily put 
upon. That which made me ſo doubtful of 
the Truth of theſe Bezoars , proceeded from 
this, That having requeſted fo up Friends 
that travell'd into various Parts of the Indies, 
and ſome reſident there, to ſatisfy themſelves 


by Ocular Inſpection into the Stomachs of 


theſe Animals, in order to be affur'd of the 
unqueſtionable Certainty of this ſuſpected 
Stone, I yet could never be ſo happy as to 
meet with that Perſon , that could vouch for 
the Truth from his own Knowledge. An 
Impoſtor may eaſily cheat Perſons, not upon 


their Guard, by conveying into the Sto- 


machs of the Goats, ſome of the {mall Stones 
whilſt Ahve; or when they were juſt kill'd. 


may open the Gullet, and cram them into 
the Ventricle, or elſe- palm them upon you 


at the Inſtant of diſſecting the Stomach : For 
greater Villany than this, has been practis'd 
in England. Of which I can give you an 
Inſtance of a very barbarous Caſe, of a young 
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Man who had been fearch'd for the Stone by 

ſome honeſt Surgeons, who declar'd he had 
an Ulcer in the Neck of the Bladder, and no 
Stone: But a bold Mountebank ſearch d him 
and poſitively affirm'd he had; the miſerable 
Patient ſubmitted to the Inciſion, the Opera- 


tor, for fear of the worſt, having got his 


own Friends, two or three only about him, 
though he really found no Stone there, yet 
this Juggler palm'd a Stone upon him, having 
had a little Stone in the hollow of his Hand , 
he ſhew'd it to the tortur'd Patient ; for 
which he had the Reward of Twenty Pounds, 
though he deſerv'd a Halter. This I do in- 
ſert by way of Caution to any Perſon that is 
deſirous of coming at the Truth.

I did the like ; it gave the Wine but an 
unpleaſant bitter Relliſh, and he confels'd that 
he never found any good by it, he preſented 
it me, which I keep as a Curioſity, and have 
treated ſeveral Friends with a Taſte of the In- 
fuſion , but I could never work any Wonders 
with it , it being not ſo good a Stomachic as 
the common Infuſion of Wormwood. 


An Examen of this Porcupine-Stone 
or Bezoar. 


I T weigh'd about an Ounce, was 3 Inches 


long, and about an Inch over: It very ill 
deſerves the Name of a Stone , for it floats 
on Water or Wine like a Cork : The Stone- 
being divided in the Middle, one half we in- 
fus'd in a Glaſs full of Wine, and it gives a 
bitter Taſte in two or three Minutes, but is 
no wiſe ſo grateful as Infuſion of common 
Wormwood. This Bitter can't be deriv'd 
from the Gall of the Animal, being placed in 
the Stomach above the Gall-Bladder. For 
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none can be ſo ſenſleſs as to imagine that ſuch 
a Subſtance, as the Porcupine Lapis appears 
to be, could poſſibly be the Product of the 
Bile, and was ever found in the Veſicula Bili- 
aris of this Animal; nor will the Size or 
Shape allow of ſuch a Conjecture: The Sub- 
ſtance is a Contexture of Hairs, as I manife. 


ſtly found them in a Microſcope, being tranſ- 
parent, and fiſtulous, and ſome I happen'd to 


draw out at a good Length: I could not find 
any Fibres of Plants intermix'd, as expected. 
This ſeems to me to be a downright Piece of 
Sophiſtry, only Goats Hair beat up with 
ſome bitter Juices, and afterwards roll'd up 
and put into a Mold, and prelled together in- 
to this Figure : It does by no means look like 
the Balls in Cows Stomachs, or of the Ru- 
picapræ; it has not any poliſh'd Caſe over 
it, as thoſe have, is the more liable to be ex- 
pos'd for a Cheat.

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An Examen of a Stone found in the 
Stomachs of Helvetian Goats, call d 
by. ſome Germans, Bezoar Germa- 
norum. 


HE Swiſſers look very narrowly after 
them, when they kill a wild Goat on 

the Alpes, and do ſell them at great Rates. Vel- 
chius an Helvetian Phyſician, has written a 
large Book, De Rupicapra , or their Wild 
Goat. That this Animal feeds on the Herb 
Doronicum, which is endow'd with excellent 
medicinal Virtues, and from that Plant this 
Stone is form'd and impregnated with the fame 
Vertues. The Plant is Cephalic, therefore this 
Stone is accounted a Specific for the Diſeaſes of 
the Head, as Vertigo's, Epilepſies, Gc. One 
Doctor Beli brought its Vertue down from 
the Head to the Heart, found it a Cordial, 
chearful Medicine. He ſays, Auimo alacri- 
atem inferre, Spiritum promptiorem reddere, ut 
longs agilior & levior ſibi videretur. He does 
not ſet down the Quantity he took of this 
Bezoar Germanorum , but that he took it in a 
great Glaſs or Rummer of good Wine: To 
the Wine we are aſſur'd a chearful Cordial

J had two of theſe Stones ſent me from Zu- 
rick above Thirty Years ago, for a great Pre- 
ſent, which I gave to the Repoſitory of the 
Royal Society; but ſince we have found the 
ſame in the Stomachs of our Cows and Oxen, 
and upon Enquiry we find them to be only 
the Hair of thetr Bodies, which by often 
Licking they do ſwallow ,, and this being a 
Subſtance, that cannot be digeſted, gathers 
into a Ball, and is cover'd over by ſome glan- 
dulous or mucoſe Matter of the Stomach, 
which ſomewhat emulates the Surface-of Ori- 
ental Bezoar, and thence derives its Name, 
unjuſtly. enough.

all Parts of the World, gave me this Informa- 
tion a little before his Death, That one of the 
Poiſons us'd in the Indies, where they intend- 
ed a flow and lingring Death, was Minc d 
Hair : I have Reaſon to have an ill Opinion 
of it, from what I have obſerv'd my ſelf; 
and do willingly embrace this Opportunity to 
give this Notice to the Publicx. 

SINCE my finiſhing this little Treatiſe, 
a Diſcourſe happen'd on this Subject, with 
Dr. Robinſon, a Learned Virtuoſo and Expe- 
rienc'd Phyſician, who told me that he was

© FPURPOSE to conclude this Treatiſe with 
a Relation of a very conſiderable Phyſician, 
who firſt practis'd Phyſick in Holland, and was 
afterwards ſent by the Datch to Batavia in 
the Indies.

THAT the Authority of this very Sagaci- 
ous and Free-thinking Philoſopher, one of a 
Royal Society, or Experimenting Genius, 
ſhould gain no more upon the World by his 
Proteſt againſt Bezoar, is in ſome meaſure due 
to the Temper of the Age he lived in; for I 
find he was a Practitioner in Phyſick in the 
24th and 25th Years of the laſt Century, at 
Leyden, in which the Plague made great Ha- 
vock, at a time when they ſtudied more to fill 
up Books with the Quotations out ,of other 
Authors, (Thus the Blind led the Blind,) than, 
by a Rational and Experimental Way, to Exa- 


mine, 
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mine, Prove and Analize thoſe Materials which 
they us'd in Medicine. The great Improve. 
ments made in our Medical Science, are much 
due to the Members of this Auguſt Society 
Lou have open'd the Eyes of the Blind, and 
have enlarg'd the Underſtandings that were 
impriſon'd and ſtraitned thro” a Series of igno- 
rant Ages, and have gncourag'd and directed 
the Method of inveſtigating Truth, by bring. 
ing her Pretenders to make good their Aſſerti. 
ons by Right Reaſon, or Faithful Experiments 
or clear Demonſtration. It was indeed the 
Misfortune of this very Curious and Obſer. 
ving Bont ius, to have lived the moſt Judicious 
Part of his Life in Batavia, remote from Con- 
verſation, at a Time when Light began a little 
to appear in Europe; ſo that he obtain'd but: 
few Proſelytes to this his Diſcovery. I do the 
leſs wonder, that this ſo trifling a Concrete 
has ſtill been kept in Uſe, for Reaſons I have 
given, and only one of thoſe many is ſufficient 
to keep up this Impoſture : and that is, becauſe 
it-brings Profit to ſeveral Sorts of Merchants.

than any Country. England derives its more 
ancient Name from it, and not what it now 
goes by, which is Albion. The Clifts, eſpeci- 
ally to the Sailors round our Iſland, are every- 
where White from our Abundance of Chalk. 
That this Chalk has a real Vertue, is demon- 
ſtrated ; Bezoay has none, is alſo demonſtrated. 
For an Ounce of Bezoar, I can have five Cart- 
loads of good Chalk carried ten Miles by Land, 
and ten Times as much by Water. Nor do I 
think, that if this dull Idol, which in our 
Materia Medica has been admir'd and ador'd, 
and to whom ſuch Immenſe Sums of Money 
have been ridiculouſly offer'd for ſo man 
Ages, were tumbled down and buried ( wit 

1 late 28 Idol) never to riſe an 
more, that Mankind would ſuffer any Lo 
or Injury. Nor would I have the World think, 
that we are uy ſupply'd with this fingle 
Idol in our vaſt Diſpenſations for Medi- 
cine; no, there are many others, tho none 
ſo high- priz d, will deſerve to be garbled. 
and caſt upon the Dunghil, and may in time 
3 in their true Colours and Naked- 
neſs. | | 
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THERE remains worthy of our Conſide- 
ration Bontius his Account He gives of the 
Stone, taken out of the Human Bladder, 
which he prefers to the Bezoar, as coming 
from an Animal more noble, that feeds better 
and higher. He declares its Vertue thus.; 
* Hoc certe compertum habeo, lapidem in veſica 
bominis repertum, Urinam & ſudores probe cier 
uf afin aufim dicere melius & excellenti- 
us Lapide Bezoar. He calls it a certain Diwretic 
and Sidorific; and ſays boldly, That it is bet. 
ter and more excellent than Begoar Oriental, 
There is no need of uſing many Arguments to 
expoſe this Author's great Miſtake about this 
Stone, for theſe Reaſons; becauſe there is 
ſcarce any one that ever I met with in England, 
who preſcrib'd it as a Medicine; and then no 
Menſiruum can be made uſe of to diſſolve it, 
ſo that it cannot paſs the Stomach, and be 
brought into the Blood, (no more than Bezoar 
it ſelf,) by conſequence can never prove Cor- 
dial, Diuretic, or Sudorific. In the third Place 
he does in effect confeſs its Weakneſs, defect 
of Vertue, and that it's not to be depended 


upon, by reaſon of his ordering to have mix d

Upo N the Whole, we ſee what need there 
is of enquiring into every ſimple. Ingredient 
that makes up a Medicine, (which a valuable 
Author, Sir bn Floyer, has done amongſt the 
Vegetables with great Skill and Induſtry, and 
deſerved Praiſes,) leſt the Cooks in their Culi- 
nary Diſpenſatories, may out-do and upbraid 
the Faculty, by their Care and Skill, and juſt 
Proportions in their Preparations, adapted to 
gratify the Palat, and ſupply wholſome Food 
for the Healthy, and alſo for the Sick.

For. this ſpungy Remainder 
would take Fire and Flame, but diſcover'd no 
Brimſtone-ſmell in its Flame, and it then left 
no faline Taſte, or 'the leaſt Grain of fix'd 
Salt, which moſt Vegetables do afford.

THE next Experiment which the Cenſor 
directs us to make, in order to the Diſcovering 
this acrimonious Spirit or Ingredient in Sugar,

but according to my Expectations there roſe a 
Limpid; fair and ſoft Water, which taſted

I was amaz'd and perfectly confounded to 
ſee one who was acquainted with the Art of 
Chymiſtry, or that had the leaſt Notion of 
Fermentation, fall into ſuch an erroneous Pro- 
poſition : For neither the Juice of the Grape, 
nor any other Liquors impregnated with Malt, 
will give us any heating or burning Spirits 
before they have been made to F erment. 
But I will ſupply this Defect after this way,

made in the greateſt Perfection, if you diſtil

 THr1s Animadverſion has too much of 
Truth in it. But there are ſome diſcreet Per- 
ſons in the World, who are careful in their 
Conduct towards theſe poor paſſive Infants;

dangerous Practice of denying theſe poor

A Vindication of Lime 10 d in Sugar. 


THA quick Lime uſed in the Prepara- 
tion of Sugar is brought in to bear Witneſs 
againſt it, for its corroſive and dangerous Pro- 
perty. This has alſo terrify'd many, and is 
a common Objection to the Uſe of Sugar: 
But ſee how unjuſtly !. | 
 Quick-L1Me muſt needs be own'd to 
be a poiſonous Thing if put into our Bodies 
in that Condition — ſlaking, becauſe it 
contains a Fire in it, but when ſlaked it may 
be taken down as a Medicine. 

Fo the Lime when quick, has Fire in- 
corporated, it heats and burns, as ſoon as 
Water is put to it. I compare it to a Rod of 
Iron, if red hot, you muſt not touch, much 
leſs taſte it, but quench'd in Water it hurts 
— not; for you may file off many ſmall 

articles, and in the Form of a Powder ma 
take it into your Stomach for a noble Medi- 
eine. Moreover you have not any of the 
Lime, to be ſure not Quick-Lime, us'd in 

making 
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making Sugar , but only a fine clear Lime! 


Water. I have made many Experiments with 
this Lime-Water and have found it to con- 
tain nothing hurtful, not any Acidity but 
the contrary. It appears (as Sugar does) to 
belong to the Tribes of Alkalis, which is 
contrary to ſowre, if you Regard the Taſte 
it gives a Sort of an Alkali ſweetiſn Flavour. 
We uſe it as a Vulnetary outwardly and in- 
wardly. It us'd to cleanſe and heal a ſordid 
ſcorbutick Sore, and the flak'd-Lime it ſelf is 
made into Pulteſſes, and apply'd to Sores in 
our Hoſpitals. Nags 
TAkE Lime- Water and Sallad-Oil, and 
ſhake them well together, you may apply it 
to freſh Burns, to St. Anthony's Fire, and o. 
ther Inflammations, with good Succeſs, as 1 
have often ſeen the Effect. 1

Water for makin . „in Scurvies, 
in Dropſies, in the Diabetes. Theſe are Ar- 
guments powerful enough to ſecure us againſt 
any venomous Quality in Lime-Water; eſpe- 
cially ſince *tis more than probable, that if 
not every Particle in the Lime-Water is 
waſh'd away, and loſt in the preparative De- 
purations made uſe of to refine Sugar, yet 
there can be very little that will remain, and 
that foo is very wholſome, :

ITBEIsS Argument is liable to a great Fal- 
lacy ; Experience ihews the contrary, that it 
does not produce ſuch an Effect, nor is there 
any Reaſon for it, that Sugar, when it is in 
the Form of Sugar, and has the Properties of 
Sugar, ſhould have the ſame Qualities as it 
had when the Nature and Texture is chang'd 
and become another Thing: For Sugar muſt 
be fermented into a Sort of vinous Nature, 
and by Conſequence the Texture of it broke 
and chang'd before it yields Spirits: I will 
give Inſtances of ſeveral Fruits in their Ori- 
ginal Temper very cooling: Apricocks, Pea- 
ches, Strawberries, Blackberries, Mulberries, 
and many other Fruits are in this -Form 'of 
Fruit very cooling; but if you juice them 
and ſet them upon a Ferment, then there are 
ſuch Spirits as will riſe, and may be diſtill'd 
from them, which will obtain a hot Quality if 
drank, and will take Fire, and Flame as Brandy 
do's; and yet Sugar, Peaches, &c. are cool in 
their Nature. This appears, for Sugar and 
Peaches, &c. will abate the Heat of the Bran- 
dy to which it gave Birth, if you mix them 
together. Thus Grapes, during their former 
Conſtitution of Grapes, give a ſweet cooling 
Juice, but after a Fermentation become a very 
warming inflaming Liquor call'd Wine, and 
by Diſtillation advance yet higher, give a

I ALLOW about two Ounces of Sugar to

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THe Ancients, who deſpis'd the corroſive 
and petrifying ſharp Wines, did even put ſome 
Sugar to their Canary, but a great deal more 
to correct the Acidity of the Rheniſh. I do 


not expect this Advice will take with the Ge- 


nerality of this Age, becauſe too many take 
more Pleaſure in having their Spirits heated 
and exaſperated, than to be kept quiet and ſe- 
date: But let thoſe, that are thin, and apt to 
have hot Hands and heated Brains upon drink- 
ing Wine, and can't abſtain or be excus'd from 
Dainking, take Notice of this Counſel, and 
try it for ſome time, and they will be pleas'd 
with the delicious Taſte, and ſalubrious Effects 
of this Saccharine Addition.

I am in hopes to make ut appear, 
that not only Sugar, but many ether Vulne- 
raries do produce their healing Effects by a 
ſweet or ſaccharine Texture, which 1s balmy, 
and lies ſoft and eafy in the Ulcer. 
IT is worth the obſetving how kind and 
pleaſant moſt Sweets do lie upon the Tongue, 
and alſo upon any Cut, or Green, or Invete- 
rate Sore ; We have obſerv'd amongſt Vege- 
tables, when Nature has wrought it up to the 
higheft Degree of Ripeneſs or Perfection, that 
it is ſweeteſt, | 1 2 10. clan 
IN my Search after the Vertue of Sweets, f 
have met with more Satisfaction and convin- 
cing Reaſon for uſing Lead as a Vulnerary 
than I expected: For I thought Lead, being 
a cold, heavy, dull Metal, was very unlikely 
to agree with a Sore ; and that it might by 
Accident be thruſt into a larger Compoſition, 
without a juſt Reſpect to any inherent Ver- 
5 tue; 
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tue; but upon the more mature Conſideration 
that Lead would abſorb, and convert the ſe- 
vereſt Acids into ſuch a Subſtance as was much 
ſweeter than the fineſt Sugars, Melloſſus, or 
Honey it ſelf, I judg'd it as one of the moſt 
potent Alkalies, far exceeding Chalk, Pearls, 
and all Teſtaceous Powders; for theſe do only 
take off Acidities, and do not become actually 
ſweet to the Taſte. If you will but take a 
very little Pains, you may make the Experi- 
ment thus: | 

Take an Ounce of White, or of Red Lead, 
— Lith in Powder; put to it half a Pint 

4 op, gone it a 3 Heat, and 
of 4 it, you will be ſurpriz'd to loſe the 
Taſte of Vinegar, and to have it turned into 
a Liquor very ſweet: with a little more Art 

on may boil it up to a Sugar of Lead. 

Note, that either of thoſe mention'd Powders, 
either Lithar rge, or Minium, are all Lead, and 
ealily reducible to Lead, having no other Me- 
tal ain d with them: But the next Experi- 
ment 18 {till more admirable, and expreſſes the 
mi altering Power of Lead. 

Tate Minium, or Red Lead, Two Drams; 
put it in a proper Egg-Glaſs, pour an Ounce 
of Common Aqua Fortis upon it, give a good 
warm Heat for an Hour or two, and pour it 
into a Glaſs; and when cold, you may ſepa- 
rate ſore Salts which fall to the Bottom, that 


are {ſweet as Sugar.

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Aqua Fortis is known to be the moſt Cor- 
roſive Spirit that Chymical Fires can make; 
and yet. we find here a prodigious Faculty in 
Lead, 
to make them unite with Lead, and compoſe 
a Sugar. Which brings me now to examine 
ſome of the uſeful and common Unguents and 
Plaiſters that are made up with Lead, and to 
aſſign the Reaſon of their healing Sores or Ul- 
cers. N 

THERE is an Ointment call'd Unguentum 
Nutritum, that has two Sorts of Lead, and no 
other Herb mix'd with it, of excellent Uſe for 
Sores ; as alſo Unguentum de Minio, Unguen- 


tum Album, Unguentum deficcativum Ru. 


brum, and many other Diſpenſatory Linea- 
ments which abound with Lead. 

IN like manner, the moſt uſeful Plaiſters 
have Lead for their Foundation; you com- 


monly uſe either Minium, or Cerus, or Litharge, 


and do boil them in Oil to the Conſiſtence of 
a Plaiſter, call'd Red Lead, or the White Lead 
Plaiſter, or Diachilon Simple. The Experi- 
ments above do abundantly prove Lead to be 
a powerful Alkali, very apt to imbibe the 
moſt. Corroſive Menflruum, and to convert the 
moſt Corroſive Spirit into the higheſt Sweet 
in Nature: I do hence conclude theſe Un- 
guents and Plaſters to act thus, namely, that 
the ſubtileſt Particles of Lead diſſolv d in Oil, 
are carried in that Vehicle into the Ulcer, 2

not only to blunt its ſharp Points, but 
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do mix with the biting or ſharp Particles of 

the' Sore, and do become a ſweetning and 
healing Balſom to the Ulcer, do mend the un- 
natural or ſharp State of thoſe Humours, and ſo 
diſpoſe them to incarn and cicatrize. 

IN order to the abating the Vertue of Lead, 
ſome will perhaps attribute much to the heal- 
ing Power of Oil. It's found by Experience, 
that Oil will do very little in healing ſordid 
Ulcers ; Oil is very unapt to mix with other 
Liquids, and do's neither correct, nor unite 
with, Vinegar or Acids, but floats above all 
Liquors or Juices, eſpecially ſuch as belong 


to the Human Body, 


BEFORE I leave this Subject, I ſhall ſet 
down the following Experiment which comes 
up to Demonſtration, _ | | 

I TOOK half an Ounce of the Plaiſter of 
Red Lead, and melted it in a Mortar, and 
pour'd on it four or five Spoonfuls of Vinegar, 
and mix'd them together in the Mortar ; the 
Vinegar loſt its Sharpneſs in an inſtant, and 
became as ſweet as Sugar: This was done in 
the Preſence of a Phyſician and Apothecary, 
atteſted by both, and confirms my Hypotheſis. 

' I SHALL conclude with a much more 
powerful Vulnerary taken out of the Mineral 
Kingdom, which being a ſtrong Alkali, Cor- 
rector and Sweetner of Acids, I place under 
this Head, 
. Qulck- 
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_ QuICKSILVER, I fay, do's alſo belong 
to the Mineral Kingdom, and juſtly deſerves 
the ſupremeſt Place amongſt Vulneraries , far 
exceeding all Vegetables, tho adorn'd with 
the higheſt Names. By its internal Vertue it 
is made to heal the ſtubborn Ulcers, ſuch 
as have eaten away the Fleſh and Nerves, and 
even into the Bones. This is ill-judg d by 


many to be a great Acid, becauſe it diſſolves 


Gold, Lead, Silver, Oc. which it do's not 
on that Account, no more than Oil can be 
proved to be an Acid, becauſe it diſſalves Lead; 
or the Sun, becauſe it melts Butter, Quick- 
filver, or Mercurius Vious, is a Potent Alkali- 
This is ſecond to none for curing Cutaneous, 
even Leprous Diſeaſes, but 1 to all for 
curing the Itch, diſtinguiſh'd by its Infectious 
and Acrimonious Salts that tear and Jacerate 
the Skin. This alone being put to the moſt 


Corrofive Salt in che World, namely Sublimat, 


or Mercurius Corraſtuus in a due Quantity, 
difarms it of all its poiſonous or corraſive 
Particles, and makes a very uſeful Medicine; 
which is calFd Mercurius Dulcts. Out of 
this Mineral great Variety of Medicines are 
made, as well for External as Internal Uſe. 
I ſhall only examine the Red Precipitate. 
This is much applauded by skilful Surgeons 
for its great Vertue in bringing a fetid Ulcer 
to digeſtion ; it ſweetens and corre&s the ſharp 
and corroſtve Gleet or Humours, and nes 

| e 
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the Colour and Confiftence of the Matter to a 
more white and kind Complexion, a Symptom 
of its Diſpoſition to heal. This Precipitate, 
by its Specifick Gravity, is almoſt nothing © 
elle but Quickſilver brought to a Powder, 

and eaſily reduc'd to Quickſilver again; and 

by its Alkaline Dulcifying Properties it do's 

heal theſe and other Sorts of Sores. 

THE External Uſe of Sugar for Sores has 
inſenſibly led me to take notice of theſe two 
Minerals, ſcarce to be match'd for their heal- 
ing Properties. Tho' I have faid more of 
them than I intended, yet they deſerve to be 

more fully confider'd, May this Hint of 
mine have the defired Event of ſtirring up,

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SUGAR does abound with more Spirit 
than the Juice of the richeſt or ſweeteſt Grape 
does: For I am apt to think that the ſweeteſt 
Grapes make the ſtrongeſt Wine; and the 
ſtrongeſt Wine muſt needs give the moſt Spi- 
rit; but you have no Wine will afford the 
like Proportion of Spirit. : 

MANNA is the Product of a Tree in Ca- 
labria, People do make an Incifion into the 
Tree, and the Liquor that works out of it 
does coagulate in the Cool, into that Sort of 
Sugar we call Manna. This was formerly 
thought to be a Dew that ſettled the 
Leaves of Trees, which was induſtrioufly 
kept as a Secret: But of late ſome curious 
Phy ſicians have diſcover d it to be the. Juice 
of an Aſh-tree : This is a fine healing leni- 
tive Medicine, without Pain purges tender

In the Tranſactions of the Royal Society, 
you have an Account that the Maple-Tree in 
Canada being cut into by a Knife affords a

I was ſent for 20 Miles from London to 
a Perſon of Quality, who lay ill of an inter- 
mitting Fever , upon his Recovery he carry'd 
me into his Park, and ſhew'd me two Elms, 
out of the Bark of each of theſe Trees iſſu'd 
a ſweet clammy Juice in great Abundance, 
which was pleaſant to my Taſte, This Li- 
quor 
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uor invited all Sorts of Flies to it, Butter- 
flies Hornets, Waſps, Bees, and ' thoſe of a 
leſſer Species, they cover'd the Bark of the 
Trees with their Numbers, many of them 
did ſuck themſelves drunk , being remoy'd 
with my Fingers would fall down- to the 
Ground, and lye ſome Time there before they 
could riſe oF fly away, it was endleſs to 
deſtroy them, becauſe more came on. The 
Trees had bled at this Rate for two or three 
Springs or Summers, and by Reaſon of the

- 1 
know this will not agree with ſome nice' 
{queamiſh Stomachs. Out of Honey may be 
made a' fine light Mead impregnated : with 
Herbs, which 1 have adminiſter'd in tabid 
Caſes, and where the Humors have been ſharp 
and requir'd dulcifying. Receipts for Hy- 
dromels or Meads are to be found in all Di- 
ſpenſaries of Medicines, in which Honey is 
the moſt; ſovereign Ingredient: And I have 
Reaſon to infer from good Experience, that 
Diet- drinks may be made with Honey more 
beneficial to our Bodies, than of thoſe more 
chargeable Drugs, even Sarſa, Cbina, and 
Saſſafras; I muſt needs give Sugar much the 
Preference to. Honey for general Uſe, it is 
more palatable, better preſerved, and of more 
general Uſe, and has made Honey leſs re- 
garded. But it ſeems ſtrange that Honey 
whichohas for ſo many Years been eſteem'd of 
great Vertue in Medicine, ſhould of late 
meet with ſuch Diſgrace and Impeachment at 
the London Bar of Phyſick, as to be baniſh'd 
out of the Recipe or Fellowſhip of Diaſcor- 
dium, though but a Scruple or half a Dram 
of Honey for a common Doſe is to be found 
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in this Preparation. This I am / perſuaded; 


will be look d upon as an unaccountable Nice- 
ty by foreign Phyſicians, who will not be ſo 
eaſy, as to leave Honey out of their Mithri- 
date, Venice: Treacle, or Diaſcordium, which 
has for many Ages been us'd as a proper Ve- 
hicle, and is the beſt Balſam to preſerve the 
Medicinal Ingredients in.
